County of Galway Spring Assizes, 1836. 


Proposed by Sir Valentine Blaice; Seconded by W. Joyce, Esq. 

Resolved , That the formation of “ The Lough Corrib Drainage Improvement Company,” 
under the provisions of the Act 1 & 2 Will. 4, c. 58, and the intention of that Company 
to perfect the new Line of Circuit Road from the Wood Quay at Galway to Terryland 
Castle, and from thence through Curraghmore to Headford, are, in our opinion, matters 
of the most vital importance to the community at large, and more especially so to the 
landed proprietors in the vicinity of the Lake, and to the vast unemployed portion of 
population of the town of Galway, and also of the unemployed portion of the population 
of the counties of Galway and Mayo. 


Resolved, That we are confident, and that we have reason to know, that the cordial 
co-operation and pecuniary aid of the landed proprietors on the intended new Line of 
Road to the extent required, together with the eternal gratitude of the occupants of the 
districts adjoining the Lake on both sides, may be most firmly relied on, in consideration 
of the speedy commencement and execution of projects so munificent, and so manifestly 
calculated to render them the most lasting benefits ; but we are of opinion that the Grand 
Jury will not present the sum required, or any portion of it. 


Resolved, That the foregoing Resolutions be published in our Quere Book.
